D, O'Furroll, tho iiasasain's brother, whosa 
name ia theie mentioned, there are some 
curious but not .very ngreeabln iooidoots 
which have * all' (be features of fiotion but 
which in reality are faots. Mr P A D 0'- 
Farroll was about tho period of 1666 a soli- 
citor in considerable practice in tho City of 
MoltiouruB, lit this time hia residence was 
sonio tbreo miles from the city, to wbioh 
when ihe day's trnnsaotiona were over, he 
would drive in bis dog-oart. Quo moroiog 
u paragraph appeared in the ,'paper that the 
the evening before some conveyance drove
